HICKEN is a universally fa- 
vored food Cooked in every 
country, according to its stand- 
ard recipes, it is available to tour- 
ists “almost as good as at home” 
and sometimes better. IL-xpert 
marketing for chicken goes before 
the perfect cooking of it and 
should be carefully studied and 
learned by the ambitious chicken 
cook.

In city markets it takes 
an expert to select successfully, 
even at the better shops. The so 
called “dry chicken” that has been 
kept in Or On ice, but is not froz- 
en, is usually the best bet.

WHY WOMEN ARE UNDERPAID, as Roger Babson Sees It

OMEN’S intuition and wom- 
W sixth sense are all the 

bunk! At least, so Prof. C. 
W. Valentine of Birmingham, noted 
British psychologist, told the Brit- 
ish Association. 
“There is a widespread belief tn 
the possibility of intuitional juds- 
ments of character and in women’s 
superiority to men in this respect,” 


“Indeed, the superiority of wom- 
en’s intuitions is sometimes held 
to apply to other kinds of judg- 
ments and to be apparently a com- 
pensation for a supposed weakness 
In reasoning. | 

“First impressions, however, are 
unreliable, and particularly in re- 
lation to women’s intuition.” 

Prof. Valentine told of university 
women graduates who were asked 
to judge.the character of children 
from immediate impressions. 

“The more they relied upon pure 
and immediate intuition the more 
worthless their. judgments were,” 
the professor said. 

“They were practically unanil- 
mous in saying that a boy’s char- 
acter was easier to judge than a 
girl’s, the reason being that boys
